Background of the Invention 
Field of the Invention 

[0002] The present invention relates generally to the identification, isolation and 

recombinant production of novel DNA and novel polypeptides the presence of which is 
associated with inflammatory diseases (inflammation associated antigens) and/or cancer, and to 
compositions and methods for the diagnosis and treatment of conditions characterized by such 
antigens. 



Description of the Related Art 

[0003] The inflammatory response is complex and is mediated by a variety of signaling 

molecules produced locally by mast cells, nerve endings, platelets, leukocytes and complement 
activation. Certain of these signaling molecules cause the endothelial cell lining to become more 
porous and/or even to express selections which act as cell surface molecules which recognize and 
attract leukocytes through specific carbohydrate recognition. Stronger leukocyte binding is 
mediated by integrins, which mediate leukocyte movement through the endothelium. Additional 
signaling molecules act as chemoattractants, causing the bound leukocytes to crawl towards the 
source of the attractant. Other signaling molecules produced in the course of an inflammatory 
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
